MASON’S ORE-REDUCING PROCESS. 


Str,—This process, claimed for Mr. Rodda by his agent, Mr. Sinnett, in 
the Mining Journal of August 23, was, as I previously informed him, 
patented in Spain, and worked on a Jarge scale, about seven years ago, by 
the Castilian Mining Company, at Hindobro, near Burgos. This clear and 
distinct assertion, made in the letter referred to by Mr. Sinnett, he has 
thought proper to forget. I beg leave to remind him of this point, and after 
a fair trial the was abandoned as unsucessful. Mr. Sinnett is, ap- 
parently, very grateful, and thankful for small mercies. He thanks a friend 
of Mr. Rodda for his letter, which appeared to me scarcely worth notice. 
Your readers interested in the reduction of poor ores may forget, through 
the lapse of time, the points at issue between Mr. Sinnett and myself.— 
1. I stated that, besides the process being already old, tried, aid aban- 
doned, that it was chemically and physically impossible, and I explained 
the reasons upon which I based my opinion.—2. I also called attention to 
the fact that no results beyond crucible experiments had been obtained, 
and we have none yet. If experiments have been tried at the Yatala 
Works “ with furnace and appliances,” where are the results? How many 
tons of ore were operated upon? What was the produce of the ore? How 
much fuel, labour, &c., did it cost? What was the weight and produce of 
the stamped and washed metal? what was the produce of the waste ? 
These are the questions practical men ask and require to be answered. 
The process, I understood, was for poor ores; and yet the only result Mr. 
Sinnett adduces of the success of the process was a crucible experiment on 
four pieces of rich carbonate, weighing 8 ozs., and from the previous sen- 
tence I infer four pieces of charcoal the same size, and the result was 4 ozs. 
of copper! A raft wonderiul result, that a rich carbonate ore melted with 
charcoal produces 50 per cent. of metallic copper! True, Mr. Sinnett, the 
discoveries of the son exceed those of the father, even more than Watt 
eclipses Hero. 

I am much interested in the economical reduction of poor copper ores; 
bat these results do not satisfy me. What I want to know is, was all the 
copper reduced to the metallic state, and what was the expenditure of char- 
coal inside the crucible and fuel outside? We know that Napier’s process 
has now been in use at the Burra Burra Mine for the last 12 or 14 years, 
and that the principle of that process is to reduce the copper from carbo- 
nate and oxide ores by one fusion. This is accomplished by mixing a 
small proportion of coal, or other carbonaceous matter, with the ore, and 
fusing in acommon reverberatory furnace. When a judicious mixture of 
ores has been attended to, pigs of metal fit for the refinery can be produced 
by an expenditure of fuel of 1 ton of coal to 2 tons of ore. This has been 
done before Mr. Rodda’s eyes for the last twelve years, and is, doubtless, 
the source of his inspiration; and from a careful study and examination, I 
am certain he will never be half so successful. 

I like to see fair play. Mr. Sinnett has provoked this discussion by his 
own unfair comparisons. _Mr. Henderson fairly stated some time ago, in 
the columns of your valuable Journal, the uctual results he had obtained 
on over 25,000 tons of ore, of a very low produce ; giving every item of 
costs, assays, and results ; frankly admitting that the process he had em- 
ployed was only applicable to a small class of ores, but promising results 
by other processes, then being developed, which would embrace every va- 
riety of ore. ‘That did not suit Mr, Sinnett; who, in the capacity of agent- 
general for the modern Watt, made a blundering personal attack on one 
of your most valuable correspondents, and has evidently arrested his pen, 
much to the regret of— A CnHemist AND METALLURGIST.

THE ORIGINATOR OF THE RAILWAY SYSTEM. 


Sir,—In my communication, signed “ F, R, S.” (which you kindly inserted in the 
Journal of Aug, 16), I gave my opinion of the work called “The two James’s and the 
two Stephenson's,” that it contained the title deeds of our wondrous English invention of 
railways; and I would wish to add I feel convinced “ E. M. S. P.” may challenge the 
whole world to produce plans, letters, or documents of an earlier date than those pub- 
lished in that volume—so let the belt to James be given. Mr. James was a practical 
man: he wrote an essay, in 1823, of his railway invention, in which he proves to be the 
first to speak of the conveyance of passengers (see “ Two James’s,” p. 43). He states 
that, “ by the facility of this inland communication, the ordnance, anchors, stores, and 
crew of a first-rate man-of-war can be moved from Chatham to Portsmouth in twelve 
hours ;” and lower down the same page, he says, “ 20,000/. a-year would be gained by 
the passage of persons.” What more can be required than this essay and plans of the 
first survey for railways ever made in the world to convince the public that Mr. James’s 
title to the Father of Railways is his just due? What honour can we offer of sufficient 
magnitude to the inventor of the railway system—the greatest ornament of our country ? 
I lately met with these sentiments in some newspaper respecting the history of indi- 
viduais :—* The justice of history is very slow, bat very sure. One history falsifies 
in its every volume so many chapters of another.” And even our most holy writings 
have lately been tarnished by doubts. We cannot account for this inacouracy, unless it 
is from the want of documentary evidence. We cannot complain of this want in “ The 
two James’s and the two Stephenson’s,” for in that work we have almost every state- 
ment confirmed by some letter or other proof. But what trophies can we offer? Pray 
not a » for like elections, are mostly successful through bribery 
and corruption, even in our most sacred places. This, to be allowed, is desecration; in- 
deed, even worse than sacrilege. The thief takes the plate from the altar, but his cha- 
racter did not lead us to expect honesty from him; but those persons holding high 
office to receive bribes to admit an unworthy candidate, is making a market of honour, 
and turning the sepulchre into a den of thieves. It can be little honour for royalty, no- 
bility, or our greatest men to lie side by side, or be grouped with those who have pur- 
chased their celebrity, Many years since, a Mr. W. Hutton, F.S.A., of Birmingham, 
made a tour through Westminster Abbey. He remarked in these words :-—*Though 
desert is the chief road to this honourable bed, yet some have crept in through private 
avenues ; such as misfortune, like Thynne, who was shot in Pall-mall by Count Conings- 
mark, in 1692, on an affair of love or interest: Sir Cloudesiey Shovel, who was lost at 
sea in 1707; some good ladies, because they had been loved bytheir friends; others be- 





cause they had money to purchase a place ; and many through ambition.” He adds :-—“ I 
was particularly diverted by one belonging to the name of Hargrave, a nabob, who was 
said to have acquired a vast fortune in the East by dishonourable means; his ambition 
and his money conducted him into Westminster Abbey. The two ambassadors whose 
| remains were arrested for debt lie in one of the chapels,on the floor, in ragged, dirty | 
| coffins ; they found a place in this temple of fame by cheating the world.” I fear that, | 
| even in these modern times, we should find many who have crept into that sacred edifice 
by no purer means. Letter, far better, to rest in a country churchyard, with honesty | 
in the bosom, than have your physlognomy brilliantly embiazoned in a painted sepulchre, 
| thereby showing a deceitful beacon to lead the world into error. What we should pro- 
pose would be a James’s perpetual memorial, until railways are superseded. This claim 
only requires time to be more fully known to be responded to. Nil desperandum. Re- 
collect Sir Hagh Myddelton.

Sir,—Very many of your readers are concerned in the mining trades 
of California; to such the enclosed particulars will be valuable, while to 
others who desire information they will be interesting, as showing the diffi- 
culties presented in realising on the produce of mineral industry in one of 
the most favoured countries, SONORA. 


“ The following particulars show the fallacy of sending our ores to Europe for reduc- 
tion. The statement exhibits the nett proceeds of 44 bags of rich ore, sent from San 
Francisco to London to be reduced, The total amount of gold and silver in 1690 Ibs. of 
ore, ding to our dard value, may be approximated at $3400; but when we show 
what the expenses were of reducing the same, we may safely assert that no more rich 
ores will be sent to Europe. The total amount of expenses attending the shipment of 
the 44 bags of ore were $367! The metallurgical works of California, with all their in- 
conveniences and shortcomings, when d with E works, can do better :—

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MINING IN AUSTRALIA. 


Sir,—The quartz reefs in Victoria offer a large field for well-directed 
enterprise, and it is rather surprising they have not commanded more at- 
tention, inasmuch as the easy and inexpensive mode of testing their real 
value is so trifling in comparison with the results of a successful mine. It 
may be asserted, in contradistinction to this, that Melbourne capitalists 
have attempted to render their working remunerative; but to this a sim- 
ple deniui can be truly given, as the recent exposure of the late bubble companies has 
proved, beyond doubt, that four-fifths of the undertakings should never have been com- 
menced, and that nearly all the remainder started upon a false basis, and were suddenly 
brought to a standstill for want of capital, owing principally to a too lavish expendi- 
ture, or the ignorance of the managing men. Companies were started to work mines 
that never existed except in the imaginations of the projectors ; others were got up by 
interested parties, who readily obtained false certificates from supposed honourable sur- 
veyors or mining engineers; and, asa natural consequence, works of great magnitude 
were erected at an enormous expense, engines, and ali kinds of machinery, placed upon 
the ground, and, of course, nll to no purpose, as everything was found in complete order 
and highly satisfactory, except the presence of the gold in the lode, and that, in nearly 
every case, was wanting. Now, all this money might have been saved, had the mana- 
gers only have laid out a few hundred pounds in first proving the ground, for it is ac- 
knowledged by all competent and practical men that no mine is easier or more cheaply 
tried than a quartz lode, The only thing required to test it is a shaft of from 100 to 400 
feet, and, perhaps, the same length of tunneling afterwards, and, should it not be proved 
payable, the spot may be deserted, and another place tried. 

Quartz reefs, it must be observed, are nearly always seen plainly and distinctly upon 
the surface, frequentiy cropping out several feet above the grass. The dip of the lode 
can be easily discovered, and the course as readily proved. The mode of trial is simply 
to catch the dip at a greater depth, or else to follow down the lode, as it frequently hap- 
pens that the gold in the stone commences at the summit, and has to be followed down. 
Water often proves an obstacle, I must allow, and at 150 or 200 feet is difficult to over- 
come without steam-power; but the cost of an engine is now almost nominal, anda 
good practical miner would not erect one, or go to any great expense in proving a mine, 
without the surface, or grass, indications were very satisfactory,as, without gold is to be 
seen on some parts of the outcrop, in nineteen cases out of twenty it is useless expect- 
ing it atall, That quartz reefs are payabie, or, to speak more candidly, highly remu- 
nerative, no sane man will attempt to controvert. How is it, then, that in the late 
mania, so few of them were proved so? Surely, two or three out of the hundred and 
odd started should have turned out well; but, to anyone conversant with the subject, 
how plain it appears? The rogues were plentiful, and the fools many, and, moreover, 
even honest men could not be blamed for selling for large sums the right to ground they 
could not make a living at by theirown labour. In nearly every instance the mines 
sold were too expensive to work, or the lodes were too small and too poor to pay. The 
holders, naturally, were only too glad to be able to dispose of them, although, as fre- 
quently happens in Victoria, the surface reef, or lode, had proved rich, and great hopes 
might safely be entertained of it being again so at a greater depth. Miners, however, 
as a rule, spend all they earn, and, in too many instances, the advent of water, or a re- 
verse in the working, finds them without a shilling to meet the difficulty, and quite un- 
able to obtain the money to proceed; and, strange to say, these companies are similarly 
situated now—their money is gone, their credit has followed, and they have done abso- 
lutely nothing to test the value of their mines; and I believe the deepest‘shaft yet sunk 
upon a reef in the colony is hot 400 feet, so that it has yet to be proved whether the 
theories of Sir Roderick Murchison and Prof. M*Coy are correct or not, 

At a place called Pleasant Creek quartz mining may be said to be as far, if not far- 
ther, advanced than in any other place in Victoria. Here it is indisputably proved that 
the deeper the reef the more prolific it is in point of yield, and a few instances will 
prove this very important fact. The Flat Reef, a lode varying from 2 to 20 ft. in thick- 
ness, was opened at the surface, and a few good patches taken out (say) to the extent of 
10,0007, At 60 ft. the lode was almost worthless, but at 200 ft. it was very rich, ave- 
raging from 1 oz, to 5 ozs. to the ton, and at 250 ft., the greatest depth yet attained, the 
stone is quite 20 ft. in thickness, and the yield, as at present ascertained, averages about 
1% oz. to the ton, which, taking into consideration the cheap cost of raising and crush- 
ing, is very good. Ten men can easily break out 100 tons weekly, and the entire cost of 
the whole, including extracting, would be 70/,, and the value of the gold 440/., leaving 
a profit of 3701. per week upon a capital of, at most, 60007. The Cross Reef, which joins 
the Fiat, has for five years yielded an immense ameunt of gold, and I will, for the sake 
of proving the profits on quartz mining in Victoria, show the yields from three claims, 
of 80 ft. each, upon its course: —No. 2, north, in 18 months, with six men (at a weekly 
wage of 37. each) employed, produced above 25,0002. ; No. 3, about 30,000/.; whilst from 
No, 4, working at a greater depth (350 ft.), the average weekly yield from the work of 
tep men is 70 tons, averaging 5 ozs. to the ton, or 350 ozs. Farther north, and at a still 
lower depth, 6 ozs. to the ton is the average, and an engine of 25-horse power (for which 
two or three men found the capital, or it would not have been erected) is found amply 
sufficient to drain a quarter of a mile of reef, and enable the owners, by combination, to 
work that area at a very trifling expense. It must also be observed that, at present, 
none of these claims are worked out, as at the lowest depth attained the lode is still to 
be seen, and, although sometimes varying in its yield, averages as well as ever. To the 
southward, the first lode was lost at 230 ft., and operations are now being carried on to 
find its continuation, as the presence of the Flat Reef ranning into the perpendicular one 
caused a fault that has not yet been ascertained. Upon the Perthshire Reef a surprising 
lode was discovered, which will take very many years to work out. Ata depth of 200 ft.a 
reef, 26 ft. in thickness, was found, half of which is highly auriferous; but, taking the 
whole, the value of the quarry is 6 dwts. to the ton, or (say) 22s. At about 400 ft. to 
the westward from where this lode is being worked, another reef was opened, at a depth 
of 250 ft.—in thickness, about 7 ft., yield 3 ozs. to the ton. The probability is that 
the former lode will make into the latter, and when the junction takes place it will be 
very rich indeed. The general course of these reefs is N.W.and S.E., with a dip of 1 to4 
to the west ward for perpendicular, and foot for foot for horizontal ones. For years these 
lodes remained unremunerative, owing to the want of capital to open them properly, 
and their owners have,in most instances, had a hard struggle to retain possession, sim- 
ply from'the want of afew hundred pounds to develope them; and, even as I now write, 
hundreds of feet of these rich reefs could be bought for a few thousand pounds, and would 
yield, with proper management and machinery, large fortunes to any capitalist know- 
ing how to proceed with their working; but in out-of-the-way places in the colony but 
little is done, as, strange to say, Melbourne people are ignorant of their existence, 
and would as soon think of going to England as visiting: any place 200 or 300 miles up 
the country, imagining it is peopled by barbarians, and the result will be that capital must 
come from England, ifthe mineral wealth of Victoria is to be developed as it ought to be, 

The returns of the Port Phillip Mining Company will, in a great measure, prove my 
assertion. Placed under the direction of a persevering and talented man, their works 
are regarded as the best in the colony, and the company at Clunes is a model to be fol- 
lowed by everyone ; and yet, with such an example before them, Melbourne capitalists 
went blindly to work, and heedlessly squandered thousands of pounds, as I have stated 
in the former part of this letter; but if even the Clunes Company were to extend its 
capital one-half, giving their manager power to enter into mining as well as crushing, 
in a very short time the results would be surprising, as, of course, he would be fully 
competent to discriminate between the real and the ideal. The amount of capital re- 
quired is trifling—large sums are not wanted to test mines, and 50,0007. or 100,000/. 
would test half the reefs in Victoria, if properly applied, and placed at the disposal of a 
practical man, who was able to judge by appearance, and not too fond of believing in 
worn out and exploded theories. As an instance—on Pleasant Creek a company was 
started by a few enterprising gentlemen, to work 1400 ft. of reef that would not pay the 
individual miner. The capital subscribed was 40007. They bought the ground for 
3300/., payable in extra shares, erected a stamping-machine of 24 heads, placed a wind- 
ing-engine upon the ground for working the mine, and all done within the subscribed 
capital. Now for the result. The expense for working and keeping in repair the crush- 
ing plant is 507 per week ; they crush for the public 220 tons, at 10s. per ton, weekly, 
and the profit would enabvle them to test their mine free of cost, were it not already 
tested. The cost of raising and crushing their stone will be about 11s. per ton, and the 
yield will average from 5 to 8 dwts, to the same, thus showing a profit of (say) 10s. per 
ton, or, at the least, of 1007. weekly upon a capital of 4000/., and, if the mine fails, the 
mill working for the public will pay quite half the amount. This is, of course, not 
always the case—there is not always the public to work for; but if there is not there 
would be no need to put up the plant be/ore the mine was properly tested. This is not 
an isolated case by any means; there are plenty such chances in the colony, were they 
only sought for, and I am only sorry the, at present, reduced condition of the working 
miner makes him require outside assistance to work a quartz mine, as in the alluvial 
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a few pounds is sufficient to solve whether he ig to be paid for his 

elsewhere. I have briefly written these few lines, in the hope that 

at home may be enlightened as to how things are in the mining w: -

THE TOLGUS DISTRICT—GREAT NORTH TOLGUS. 


Srr,—All who know anything of the Gwennap Mines must know that what is usually 
called the “ county cross-course” passes through the centre of that parish, taking in its 
line mines which were formerly of well-known wealth ; amongst others the following: 
—Tingtang, Wheal Squire, Great Consols, Wheal Damsel, Carharrack, Wheal Jewell, 
Wheal Quick, Wheal Gorland, Wheal Unity, Treskerby, North Downs, Wheal Rose, 
Cardrew, New North Downs, Great Brigan, &c. 

In the Breage district a great cross-course, seen at Great Wheal Fortune,can be traced 
to Fraddam, in Gwinnear, if not further northwards. On this also several mines of dis- 
tinction have been, or are, worked. I will name the principal of them :—Great Wheal 
Fortune, Great Wheal Vor and Wheal Metal, Polladras Downs, Godolphin, Treasury, 
Carzise, West Treasury, Tremayne, West Providence, and, I believe, Wheal Aifred and 
Alfred Consols. 

In the Tolgus district, near Redrath, a great cross-course, situate between Wheal 
Basset and Wheal Buller, passes through or near to the following mines, also well known 
for their productiveness:—East Basset, North Basset, West Basset, East Carn Brea, 
Carn Brea, Great South Tolgus, South Tolgus, Old Tolgus, Wheal Montague; and the 
following mines, which, although not at present so productive as those last nained, also 
stand adjacent to the same cross-course:—Wheal Uny, Clijah and Wentworth, Pedn- 
an-drea, Wheal Union, East Tolgus, Old Tolgus United, Wheal Mary, and Great North 
Tolgus. My belief is that each of these mines, fairly worked, would ultimately well re- 
pay for the outlay. Not one mine in the district described, when worked under efficient 
management, with ample funds for the purpose of exploration, has failed to be remune- 
rative. One great evil in mining is, that parties commence operations with a small or 
no capital; and having, perhaps, got an engine in its place, and other things in readiness 
to work, they suddenly stop for want of money,and abandon the mine, permitting other 
parties to reap the benefit of their outlay. Such instances are numerous; two are now 
before my mind’s eye—Gwallon, near Marazion, and Great North Tolgus. In the first 
of these a new beautiful 80-inch engine was erected, but never worked. In the last- 
named mine an engine of 45-inch cylinder was erected, an engine-shaft sunk from sur- 
face, and every appliance on the mine for working; but the engine did not move, no fire 
was set under the boiler, and there the engine now stands, 8 monument of the folly of 
the late company.

S1n,—Allow me to make a few remarks in reply to the letters of Mr. Hollow, the 
purser of Rosewarne Consols. My principal object ts to show those interested in the 
question between us that the line claimed by Wheal Unity ts not that “ absurd and im- 
practicable one” that Mr. Hollow describes it, or the evidence relied on by us in support 
of it of that flimsy description represented by him. I must, however, first set Mr. Ho!- 
low right as to what took place at our first interview on the disputed ground. I have 
no recollection of Mr. Davey’s name being mentioned on that occasion, and am certain 
that the only gentleman named, whose opinion as to what he understood to be, and not 
what should be the boundary, was Mr. Whitford, at whose office the leases were exe- 
cuted.

Mr. Hollow makes it appear that, bemg agreed that 
Mr. Davey must settle this question, we accordingly met Mr. Davey’s office. I cer- 
tainly met Mr. Hollow there, yet not according to any app&ntment between us, but at 
the request of Mr. Davey; and it is a misrepresentation of facts to say that Mr. Davey 
had previously visited the ground, for the purpose of investigating it there, the truth 
being that he met Mr. Hollow there, according to appointment, and simply had his ver- 
sion of the case. 

And now let us see whether the line we claim is so absurd and impracticable as Mr. 
Hollow represents it. This line is drawn from the south corner of Oats’s meadow to 
John Harvey's house, thence to the entrance of the lane from Haw Downs to Bosparva. 
Now, it must be remembered that the very object of this line was to give Wheal Unity 
adventurers a long run on their lode, and as this is accomplished by the line we claim, 
and could not be had by a line drawn to any house north of John Harvey’s, we must 
leave it for Mr. Hollow to show wherein the absurdity consiats, while one line is equally 
as practicable as the other. If there is any absurdity in the setts being divided by a 
line at all, it certainly is the line claimed by Rosewarne Consols, Who will believe 
that the line was intended to be drawn to Cornish’s house from Oats’s meadow, when 
there is a road direct from one place to the other; and that, probably, at no point is there 
an offset from the line to the lane exceeding 20 fathoms? The road would have been 
made the boundary, but as Wheal Unity adventurers could not have a sufficient ran on 
the lode by this arrangement, they asked for, and had granted them, a line to Harvey’s 
house. The road would be a boundary, no one could dispute; but surely a line to any 
house, without describing to which part of it was intended, cannot be that “ true, pro- 
per, and miner-like line” that Mr. Hollow describes the line he claims, but one bearing 
too much resemblance to the boundary line between South Frances and West Basset. 
Then, as to the evidence ; what stronger can‘be desired than that of Messrs, Stickland and 
Thomas? The latter, holding s license for working on the whole of Bosparva estate, 
consented to its being divided into two setts, on the payment of a certain sum by Mr. 
Stickland, then working Unity on an adjoining estate, and y both state that the line 
we claim is the line they agreed on, and which they pointed Out toMr. Davey. In proof 
of the truth of their evidence, we have the maps on the miné made at the time these 
licenses were granted, marking the boundary as they describeit. That the lease is badly 
worded we admit, inasmuch as that part is omitted describing the boundary for 70 fms. 
east of Harvey’s house; but surely on this account we are not to give up our claim to 
the line so far as it is clearly described, and at Mr. Hollow’s bidding tamely withdraw 
from it. Mr. Hollow is wrong in representing the Rev. M. N. Peters as visiting the 
disputed ground last Monday week. The time appointed to meet was 12 o'clock, and I 
was there from half-past 11 o’clock till near 1 p.a. before anyone arrived, and then Mr, 
Peters was not amongst them. In reference to the letter which Mr. Hollow states that 
he has from Mr, Peters, I may state that I also have a letter from him, describing the 
lane as the boundary so far as his grant to Rosewarne Consols is concerned.

WHEAL UNITY AND ROSEWARNE CONSOLS—SOUTH 
FRANCES AND WEST BASSET. 


Sir,—If Mr, J. Y. Watson had taken the trouble to step over to the West Basset office 
previously to writing the letter which appeared in last week's Journal, he would have 
avoided the risk of prejudicing his own case by misstating that of West Basset and South 
Frances. He is singularly incorrect in almost every one of hisstatements. Itis not the 
fact that “ the lease of South Frances made the north boundary line to a corner of J. 
Vincent's cottage.” John Vincent’s cottage is not even mentioned on the South Frances 
Filtrick lease of 1843, the words of the lease are—“ and from thence northward by Gryll’s 
estate to join Wheal Haste sett (D), and thence eastward ina straight line against Wheal 
Haste sett to the first-mentioned boundstone at (A).” Neither does the West Basset 
lease of 1852, which was simply a prolongation of the term of, and in this particular pre- 
cisely in the same words as, the lease of Wheal Haste dated 1835, use the word “ corner,” 
the language being “‘on the south by a straight Jine about 355 fms. from John Vincent's 
house at the southwest extremity of the sett.” Nor has the West Basset lease of 1852 
any plan whatever on the back of it, but the lease of 1835 has a map on the back of it, 
in which the lease is drawn from the north corner of the dot called J. Vincent’s house, 
but which dot is admitted on all hands to be placed on a spot where no house ever existed, 
and about 50 fms. from the spot where Vincent’s real house stands at this day—hence 
the dispute. Itis quite true that West Basset has been defeated in the first action brought 
against them by South Frances, and also in the appeals to the higher courts consequent 
thereto, West Basset having been advised not to bring evidence. Itisequally true West 
Basset succeeded in the second action, in which they brought evidence to prove the facts 
of the case. What South Wheal Frances has spent in law I cannot tell, but this I do 
know—that 35587. 2s, 11d. have been charged in the cost-sheets of West Basset for boun- 
dary costs, and upon enquiry at the office I find all lawyer’s bills have been charged up 
to the last meeting. It is not true that “South Frances have obtained a! rule for a 
newtrial. The following is copied from the rule in the Court of Queen’s Bench in the 
second trial, and is decisive on this point, the “ first cause ” being a fait accompli to the 
discomfiture of West Basset :—* It is ordered that so much of the above-mentioned rule 
as seeks to enter a verdict for the defendants, or reduce the d be discharged, and 
it is further ordered that so much of the above-mentioned rules as prays for a new trial 
be suspended until the decision of the Court of Error.” “ And it is also ordered, in the 
event of the Court of Error not entering the verdict for the defendant, or reducing the 
damages, that the verdict obtained in this cause be set aside, and a new trial be had 
between the parties upon payment of costs, to be taxed by one of the Masters.” 

This appeal to the Court of Error is expected to come off after Michaelmas Term, It 
is not true “ that the plans of South Frances make their boundary to be the north corner 
of John Vincent’s house,” nor is it trac that the West Basset lease has a plan upon it 
drawing the boundary line to the south corner. On the contrary, the map on the South 











Frances Filtrick lease, dated 1843, has the line drawa from about the centre of the dot 


called Vincent's house—the counterpart has it drawn nearly from the south. The West 


| Basset lease of 1852, as I have already stated, has no map whatever upon it, and the 


clause in the Wheal Haste lease of 1835, referring to the map, is altogether omitted in 
the lease of 1852, but the Wheal Haste lease of 1835, which it was decided by all the 
judges must be the governing lease, and, consequently, the South Frances had not the 
priority of date in their lease, as the line so drawn from the north corner of the dot re- 
presenting the imaginary house, that it must of necessity pass to the south of J. Vincent's 
real house—hence the verdict of the jury in favour of West Basset. The question re- 
maining to be decided is, whether the evidence confirming that fact is to prevail, or whe- 
ther the erroneous “ picture” of J, Vincent's house, as delineated on Wheal Haste map, 
is to overrule the fact above mentioned. The question is still “ subjudice,” and I, therefore, 
give no opinion upon it. I will, however, without a fee, give the adventurers both of 
Rosewarne and Unity a piece of advice—Don’t go to law, for reasons appearing tn the 
causes of “ Reynolds v, Buckley,” and “ Lyle v. Richards.” Lex, 
Redruth, Sept, 24.

In the 50, west of Brenton’s, the 
branches in the end are improving, being worth 10/. per fathom, with indications of a 
further improvement as we extend west; we have eight men stoping below this level, 
in tin ground, worth 12/. perfm. In the 40, west of B ’s, the b hes in the 
end are worth 9/. per fm.; we have some 15 or 20 fathoms yet in this end before we 
reach the tin driven through in the 60 west; we have thirty men stoping in the back 
of the 40, in tin ground worth 102, per fathom. Hooper’s rise, in back of the 30, is up 
4% fms., and we have from 15 to 16 fms, further to rise to reach the adit or old level, 
the branches being worth from 10/. to 12/. per fm. The western levels of this mine 
continue to open up very satisfactorily, and are rather improving as we advance, 
therefore the prospects of the future are of an improved character. A rise on No. 3 
copper lode produces some good stones of ore, and the lode is of a very promising cha- 
racter. The double skiproad at Brenton’s shaft is put down within 1 or 2 fms. of the 
bottom of the shaft, or 70, where we are now about to cut the trip-plat. The neces- 
sary plats have been cut at the 30 and 50, and we are now drawing through the shaft 
ina very satisfactory manner indeed. We have had to secure the eastern end of this 
shaft with new timber against the old stulls, so as to make it secure; consequently, 
there has been some little delay in setting the drawing-machine to work. The extra 
costs of this work, together with the required pulleys and other materials, has added 
over 3701, to the accounts now before you ; and we beg to say the castings, as well as 
other materials, have been supplied by tender at the best possible terms. Taking into 
consideration the present price of tin, we have accomplished more than we expected in 
being able to meet the outlay required for the new drawing-shaft and surface erections, 
without encroaching on the capital of thecompany. Judging from the present prospects 
of the mine, we look forward after a few months to being able to make an increase in 
the samplings, and, with an advance in the price of tin, of being able to improve our 
position. The scarcity of surface water prevents our stamping much at this season of 
the year, consequently we have 8 or 10 tons of tin ore in the stamps now on the floors, 
Our present sampling will be from 19 to 20 tons of tin. The quantity of tinstuff drawn 
throughout the mine for the quarter ending with June amounts to 15,323 kibbles and 
wagons. There are 403 persons employed in and on the mine, being an increase of some 
25 hands.—T. Greeory, J. Hosxin, 

The CaarrMan, in moving the adoption of the report and accounts, stated that, In con- 
junction with his fellow-committeeman (Mr. Balster), he had endeavoured during the 
past three months to obtain a correct idea of their working expenses; and with that 
view he had had interviews with their captain and purser, but certainly could not un- 
derstand how the cost-sheets could be received with regard to economy. 

Mr. Grissce stated, having worked in Drake Walls many years since, he might ex- 
plain that the ground in general was very hard to work. As regards the cost-sheet, he 
thought that the committee ought to exercise rather more authority in regard to the 
setting. 

Mr. BaAtsrer stated that he had recently been on the mine, and could but think that 
the captain and purser did their best for the benefit of the shareholders. He must re- 
mind them that their purser was one of the largest shareholders, and it was, therefore, 
hardly to be expected that he would neglect his own interest. 

Messrs. J. G. Tyrie, J, Balster, R. Hodgson, W. J. Duusford, and W. Betteley were 
re-elected the committee for the ensuing three months. 

Mr. Burs proposed that a fee of 81, 8s. should be allowed to the committee for the 
past three months; and if that course were adopted at every three-monthly meeting, 
it might induce a more regular attendance by their committee. 

This motion, together with the report and accounts, was received and adopted, and a 
vote of thanks to the Chairman terminated the proceedings.

The report of the agent was read, as follows :— 

Sept. 20.—Since our last meeting we have sunk the engine-shaft 3 fathoms, which is 
now to the 130; at this point we have driven a cross-cut south 6 ft., which has reached 
the south part of the lode, where it is small and unproductive. The 115 end has been 
driven east 12 fathoms; in this driving the lode has been small. About 2 fathoms be- 
hind the present end we are driving a cross-cut north, to ascertain if there is more lode 
in that direction. In the 100 fm. level, 17 fathoms east of the winze mentioned in my 
report for May last, we have sunk a winze 4% fathoms below the level; the lode on an 
average for this depth for 8 feet in length, which is the length of the winze, has pro- 
duced 1007, worth of tin per fathom.

The CHarRMAN having moved the adoption of the report and accounts, said that since 
the last meeting he had visited the mine, when he found that every detail was being 
carried out in a very satisfactory and economical manner; and from all that he saw and 
had been able to collect in the neighbourhood, he felt perfectly satisfied that the reports 
of Capt. Williams could in every respect be d upon. There could be no doubt 
that the mine at the present time was In a very favourable position, and that it pre- 
sented still more favourable prospects; but if the results were at all commensurate with 
the prospects, the position of the company at the next meeting would be far more fa- 
vourable than that which it at present occupied. Seeing that the tin of a good and im- 
proving quality had held down to the bottom of the winze,4% fms. below the 100, there 
was every reason to believe that the lode at the 115 would be cut rich—of course, it 
was impossible to say that such would prove to be the case, but everything justified the 
assumption it would be so. It was under those circumstances that upon the present 
occasion, although there was an existing debit balance of 215/., the committee did 
not to recommend the making of a call. If the lode should be cut rich at the 
115, the position of the company would be far more favourable than at present, although 
no call were made at the meeting. Having congratulated the proprietors apon the en- 
couraging prospects which the mine presented, and stated that Captain Williams, the 
agent, was present, who would afford any information that shareholders might desire, 
he concluded by moving the adoption of the report and accounts. 

Mr. J. Row.anps having ded the proposition, 

Capt. WILLIaMs pointed out the various points of operation, stating that the lode in 
the 100 winze had been worth for the distance sunk 1007. per fm., being at the present 
bottom worth 120/.perfm. The 115 was 7 fms. west of this winze, and, in his opinion, 
it was very doubtful whether they were yet on the main part of the lode : to prove this 
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point they were extending a cross-cut north behind the present end. There had been a 
new lode discovered 37 fms. north of the main lode, and the adit level had been extended 
upon this lode 18 fms. The copper ore that had been taken out of this level, and for 
80 fms. above the adit level had realised 670/., which had defrayed all expenses of driving 
cross-cut and sinking the new shaft from surface. From the present prospects of this 
lode this part of the mine would soon commence to make profits. 

The SEcReTaRy, in answer to a question, stated that in the accounts just presented 
everything up to the end of July had been charged, including the new work at the 
eastern part of the mine. He further stated, that a letter, dated Tuesday, had been re- 
ceived from the underground captain, to the effect that the 115 cross-cut was letting out 
4 little water; the 100, eastern winze, had improved, and the adit, driving west of Alex- 
ander’s winze, looked much better. 

Mr. M‘CALLAN considered that proprietors could not but regard the facts which had 
been laid before the meeting, with regard to the tin heading in depth, as eminently sa- 
tisfactory, because they were to remember that Harriett was not now a shallow mine. 
Capt. Wittiams, in answer to a question, stated that the lode at the 115 would be 
proved within the current four months. 

The Secrerary said, if they fortunately succeeded in finding a course of tin in the 
115 cross-cut, they would have a large amount of reserves. 

Mr. Brrpsey did not think that any tin sold in the stone had reaiised such a high 
price as that sold by Wheal Harriett. 

The Secretary said that the last parcel of tin sold in the stone, weighing 7 tons 
8 cwts., realised 4441. 3s. 6d.; and the whole of it had been broken in sinking the 
winze 4 fms. below the 100. And, moreover, that winze having been sunk for 8 ft. in 
length, the course of tin east and west, equally as good as that taken away, stood in 
reserve. Indeed, it had been sufficiently laid open to show that the ore standing would 
be sufficient to meet the current costs of the next four months. 

A SHAREHOLDER, who had had some experience in mining, thought it was not at all 
probable that the lode, which had held down so productively to the bottom of the winze 
below the 100, would suddenly fall off above the 115. If the lode should be cut good 
at that depth, they had very good grounds for believing that Harriett would, as the depth 
was increased, vie with its rich neighbours. 

Capt. WILLIAMs, in answer to a question, stated that the copper lode in Harriett had 
precisely a similar bearing to that in Dolcoath known as the caunter, which had pro- 
duced 140,000/. worth of ore. 

The report and accounts having been unanimously recived and adopted, the committee 
of management were re-elected. 

A special vote of thanks was passed to Captain Williams, for the energy and ability 
displayed in conducting the operations at the mine. 

Capt. WittraMs having acknowledged the vote, the usual compliment to the Chair- 
man was passed, which terminated the proceedings. 


LINARES LEAD MINING COMPANY. 


The ordinary half-yearly meeting of proprietors was held on Thursday at the com- 
pany’s offices, Queen-street-place,—Mr. Crossy in the chair. 


Mr. J. B. Cotocan (the secretary) read the notice convening the meeting, and sub- 
mtted the report of the directors, as follows :— 


The report of the directors stated that some increase of profit had been made in the 
last half-year, notwithstanding the continued low price of lead. For the six months to 
Dec, 31, 1861, there was a profit of 63377. 8s. 7d.,and for a like period to the end of June 
last the profit was 6869/. 3s. 7d. The directors were not able to declare a dividend at 
the general meeting in March last, but they did so in May, as soon as they ascertained 
that asufficient profit had been made during the first quarter of the year to justify it ; 
and they have now declared a second dividend of 5s. per share, although the actual pro- 
fits of the half-year do not equal a dividend of 10s. per share, but the balance standing 
to the credit of profit and loss on Dec. 31 last enables the directors to make up this di- 
vidend. Since the end of June a very large portion of the stock of lead then on hand 
had been sold, and fully realised the estimated value. The directors have lately been 
enabled to make satisfactory contracts for the conveyance of lead from the mines to 
England, which, coming into operation during the current half-year, will benefit the 
accounts to be shown at the next general meeting. The quantity of ore raised from the 
mine during the six months eading June 30 was 2801 tons, or 466% tons per month, 
exceeding that raised in the previous half-year by 347 tons, or about 57 tons per month, 
This increased return, together with many interruptions to the works of discovery, have 
caused a diminution of the reserves of ore in the mine, as is fully explained in the agent’s 
report. But there still remain upwards of 10,000 tons, a quantity sufficient, with the 
discoveries which may fairly be reckoned upon to maintain a handsome return for many 
years tocome. There had been an increase in the mine cost, resulting mainly from the 
raising and dressing the larger quantity of ore, and to some extent from expenses at- 
tendant upon the erection of the new steam-engine, and the fixing of larger pamp-work 
at the shaft, which had not been charge to capital. The directors had hoped to be able 
to announce the completion of the engine, but owing to the sickness which has prevailed 
amongst the artizans at the mine the progress of the work has of late been greatly im- 
peded. Ina few days, however, the news that this powerful piece of machinery has 
deen put into motion may be expected, and the directors hope that a new era in the his- 
tory of this mine will date from that event. From the agents’ report upon the under- 
ground workings in this mine it may be gathered that the lode has been good in the 95, 
or deepest level, and that it continues to promise well. In the eastern end of the mine 
the boundary line limits the further discovery of ore in that direction, but much pro- 
ductive ground still remains to be wrought upon. The western part of the mine, about 
Warne’s shaft, has continued to improve very much, but for a timethe influx of a largely 
increased quantity of water has prevented the addition to the reserves of ore which 
would otherwise have resulted. The directors are glad to announce that the demand 
for the pig-lead sent home has been good, and that the market is firm, although the 
price, so long as the American war lasts, is not likely to improve much. The smelting 
of the ores at the company’s works, both at Linares and Cordova, continues to improve, 
and some reduction, both of the cost as well as of the quantity of coal used, has been 
eflected. The smelting of the slags made at the Cordova Works has also commenced, 
and the results obtained have been satisfactory. An advantage has been found in mix- 
ing the ores from the Fortuna Mines with those from Pozo Ancho, and an exchange ofa 
few parcels has been made. In conclusion, the directors wish to express their confidence 
in the continued prosperity of the concern, and their expectation of an increase upon the 
rate of profits, so soon as the advantage of the cheaper drainage, and the more rapid de- 
velopment of the deep parts of the mine are attained by the aid which the new engine 
will afford, as well also from the decreased cost of transport which the extension of the 
railways from the coast towards Linares will bring about. 


The CuatrMAN said that upon the present, as upon all former occasions, it had been 
the earnest desire of the directors to give the proprietors the fullest possible informa- 
tion upon this important undertaking. The cause of the absence of dividends had been 
very fully and satisfactory explained, and although there had not been paid more than 
10s. per share, he thought he might call attention to the last paragraph in the report 
just submitted, which showed that the directors had the greatest confidence in the 
permanent character of this undertaking, and they had every reason to hope that upon 
the next occasion, or at all events very shortly, they would be able to put proprietors 
in good spirits upon the question of dividends. It would be observed there had been a 
very material i in the pany’s expenditure; but he might remind proprietors 
that the company had had to contend against the depreciated price of lead, created by 
the continuance of the unfortunate war in America; but still they had kept up a fair 
rate of profit. As to information upon technical details, he would refer proprietors to 
their managing director (Mr. John Taylor), who would reply to any enquiry made. 
He concluded by moving lhe adoption of the report and accounts. 

Mr. W. Cox, M.P., seconded the proposition. 

Mr. BRAMWELL, referring to a statement in the Cordova smelting account, said that 
the reason then given that not more ore had been received at Cordova was owing to the 
wagons having been employed in taking up machinery to Linares. Now, it appeared 
to him, if they had been thus engaged in taking machinery up they could be employed 
in bringing ore down. 
Mr. J. TAYLor, jan. (managing director), said the fact was the mules had been em- 
ployed in taking up the heavy parts of the engine, but the carriages upon which the 
machinery was conveyed were in no way adapted for the conveyance of ore. 
Mr. BRAMWELL enquired whether it would not be possible to smelt the ore in slags 
and in fume some three months before the accounts were made up, 80 as to allow of 
their value being included in the profit of the half-year?—Mr. Brock (the superinten- 
= —_ stated there were only two seasons during the year that the slags could 

smelted. 

Mr. J. Taytor said, when at the mines he made a most earnest request that the sug- 
gestion now made by the hon. proprietor shoud be carried out. At their own smelting 
works at Bristol they never allowed their manager to bring anything to the credit which 
was not reduced; and he hoped that plan would in course of time be adopted at Linares 
without any great difficulty. An improved system of smelting had been adopted, from 








which he hoped soon to be able to reduce larger quantities of ore more rapidly than for- 
merly. Their previous calcu were made up upon smelting with brushwood, but 
the ashes of the brushwood combined with the slag formed a most troublesome com- 
pound, which rendered it most difficult to work the slags. He hopel, however, that 
brushwood would soon be discontinued. 
Mr. CoxHEap drew attention to the small amount of ore purchased at Cordova. 
Mr. J. TaYior said that had arisen partly from the fact that the company had not had 
the capital wherewith to purchase ore. 
Mr. Cox said another important reason was owing to not having been able to pur- 
chase the ore at a price that would pay for smelting. 
Mr. TAYLOR said there was no doubt great competition ; but there was no want of 
ore if they chose to buy in the Linares district, and he believed they could not do better 
than purchase small quantities for admixture. The time was not far distant when 
wood would cease practically to be used for smelting purposes. By repairing their 
boilers, and fully refitting the engines,and by using the best coal that could be ob- 
tained from the Swansea district, they would bring about the object desired—a con- 
stant stream of carriage up and bringing the lead ore down. The increased expenditure 
-during the last six months was explained by the trouble experienced at Warne’s en- 
gine-shaft by a constant influx of water. Constant endeavours had been made to get 
in to drive the levels when the ore was rich. As soon as a communication was effected 
between the two mines, which he trusted would be brought about in less than two 
years, this difficulty would be altogether removed. Proprietors were doubtless aware 
that a powerful engine for pumping and crushing had been erected, the costs of which 
came into last year’s accounts. Their new 60-inch cylinder, with new boilers and pit- 
work, would not consume 1 ton of coal where previously 6 tons had been burned. 
Mr. CoxHEAD ired if the directors had any information with regard to the coal 
fields north-west of the company’s pi rty? 
Mr. TaYtor replied that immediately at the back of Cordova there was an extraordi- 
nary quantity of coal, but at present the roads thereto were very bad, and there was no 
probability of any railway being made for some years tocome. The cost of thecoal per ton, 
bought at Newcastle and delivered at Linares, was 37. 14s. per ton. He hoped by an 
increased use of coal for engine purposes that they would be able to bring down larger 
quantities of ore at a decreased cost. In the meantime, they derived advantage from the 
railway in the other direction ; a new line had been surveyed, which would come very 
near Linares—within about three miles. 
Mr. Brock said it was proposed to bring the railway up to the mines. 
Mr. TayYLor, in answer to questions, stated that the new engine would be able to put 
them down 50 fms. He did not know whether i: would be prudent to sell the other en- 
gines—at any rate, not the larger one. As to their underground operations, the general tone 
of the reports was the mines had improved in position and prospects.

Most of 
the drawing-machine is on the mine, and the frame for the same will be fixed to-morrow. 
We are pushing on as fast as we possibly can with everything above and below ground. 

BULLER AND BASSET.—S, 5. Bice: In the 80 east we have a large lode, principally 
made up of spar, mundic, prian, flookan, and sometimes stones of copper ore. We are 
engaged in cutting through it, and find there are strong indications for making ore. We 
trust soon to write of having a course of ore. In the 60 fm. level west the lode is very 
kindly, and continues as large as when referred to in our last report—a more pro- 
mising lode cannot be found. 

CAMBORNE CONSOLS.—W. Roberts, Sept. 24: In the 50 east, on the caunter, the 
lode is 1 ft. wide, producing good stones of ore, and promising for further improvement. 
Other parts are without alteration. We shall sample this morning (computed) 15 tons 
of ore, and the tribute pitches are looking better than for some time past. 

CARADON CONSOLS.—W. Kich, Sept. 20: The 68 cross-cut north is progressing 
satisfactorily towards the Menadue lode; during the past week we have met with 
branches in this cross-cut strongly coated with green carbonate and red oxide of copper : 
the ground appears to be highly mineralised. The engine lode in the 68 east is not so 
large as it has been. The main lode going east is 2 feet wide, with abundance of fluor- 
spar and mundic, and carries strong spots of ore. The Menadue lode maintains its size 
and kindly appearance, but there is not any discovery yet worthy of particular notice. 

CARLOGAS (St. Agnes).—J. Davies, Sept.17: Agreeably to your request, I visited 
your newly-gpened tin mine y day, in pany with several scientific and mining 
friends, when I was not only highly pleased, but agreeably disappointed. Instead of find- 
ing, as I had supposed, a piece of untried maiden ground, I found that a great portion of 
the surface had been mined on the backs by old tinners—perhaps, hundreds of years ago ; 
and the numerous pits and barrows convinced me that your Carlogas had been a tin 
mine of great importance in olden times, when appliances for mine drainage by machi- 
nery was unknown inthis county. On descending your new shaft, which is about 7 fms. 
deep, I found that you had opened on a lode about 4 ft. wide, having a direction south- 
east and north-west, and an underlie of about 2 ft. in the fathom south-west, and with 
the declination of the surface. You have opened several fathoms on the course of the 
lode, passing alternately through old workings and arches, until you have reached a new 
and hitherto untried portion of your sett. Every arch or pillar driven through is rich 
for tin, and the end or foreb is tinny throughout, and of great promise; this lode is 
precisely similar in direction and appearance to the lodes in Balleswidden and othe tin 
mines in the St. Just district,so celebrated for the production of that metal, and the rock 
or matrix is of the same kind—decomposed granite. The old pits at surface, already re- 
ferred to, give evidence of other lodes having an east and west direction, and almost every 
lode-stone I examined from the old burrows were tinny. This circumstance to my mind 
is of the greatest importance, as at the junction of the various lodes you may reckon on 
large deposits of tin,almost with certainty. As you are connected with mining friends, 
who th gh derstand mining engineering, and how to develope your mine, I need 
not suggest any definite plan of my own—suffice it to say that, with proper appliances, 
and an economical development, I believe you have a splendid mining property, fully 
equal to your sanguine expectations. 

— J. Martyn, Sept. 23: I have carefully examined the locality of this mine. Hay- 
ing bruised and vanned the tinstuff, I can safely say that it is worth from 14 to 16 ewts. 
of tin per 100 sacks. There are three large and well-defined lodes, all of which have 
been worked for a considerable length by the old tinners down to the water level ; I find 
that they have taken away all the lode, except a few arches left to support the roof. I 
should recommend the purchase of a small engine for stamping and pumping, which, 
with erecting, would cost about 600/.; also the sinking of a shaft 10 fms. I believe, if 
properly developed, this will make a good and lasting dividend mine, its locality being 
excellent, not far from St. Austell Consols, Mineral Court, and the Dulta Mines; from 
all these mines I anticipate great results, all the valley having been washed or streamed 
by the old tinners, and mang thousands of pounds worth of tin got. 

CATHEDRAL,.—J. Webb, Sept. 24: We shall very shortly commence to drive east 
and west on those lodes already cut in the south cross-cut, where we have five large lodes 
to begin with—all dry, and of such acharacter and appearance as never fail in the parish 
of Gwennap to make large courses of ore in depth. The north lode continues to look 
well, and will no doubt intersect other lodes as we go east ; the old miners recommend 
me to clear away west of the cross-cut on this lode, so as to get back to the ground where 
large deposits of tin have been found at the adit level. 

CENTRAL MINERA.—W. Davies, Sept. 25: The driving of the great north cross 
has for the present been suspended, and the whole operations confined to the drivings on 
the lode. Both ends are looking promising for lead. 

CLARA UNITED.—J. Lester, Sept. 25: The water is out from the bottom of this 
mine, and the men have resumed driving the 32 east in a lode containing a mixture of 
lead and blende, which we save for dressing, and which is looking well for improve- 
ment. The tributers will at once get their ore to surface and cleaned. The flood 
washed such a quantity of stuff from the surface that it filled the 20 for a considerable 
distance. We shall get most of it out in another day or two, so that the men can sink 
the winze from the 20 to the 32. 

COED MAWR POOL.—M. Wasley,” Sept. 25: The sinking at the main boundary- 
shaft is continued with all the energy in our power, and although the ground is not 
unfavourable in any respect, rapid progress cannot be made, owing to the powerful 
rushes of water in the sides as well as the bottom of the shaft. We have iron plates 
and timber protections over the men, and use candles as far as possible. The work, 
therefore, takes extra time and expense. We shall now soon want the additional 
pumps, and, according to instructions received, I have ordered 11 fathoms of 16-inch, 
with windbore, door-piece, and working barrel all complete, to be on the mine within one 
month at furthest. We must have the very best materials to command such important 
Work. The lodes in the shallow ground are found more in bunches than in regular 
lodes. We have frequently had lodes returning 2 tons of fine ore per fathom even in 
the shallowest part of the mine, but hitherto they have been scattered and irregular 
bunches. This is to be accounted for by the swampy surface, which runs nearly 10 (ms. 
deep, and will, consequently, require to be sunk at least 10 fathoms extra to be found 
compact and settled runs of ore. Our explorations at the 30 will soon prove this. I 
can candidly state that every point opened to the present depth shows the strongest in- 
dications of rich and productive lodes in the deep, where 10 fathoms may be more relied 
on than 30 fathoms in such unsettled, shallow ground. I have good reason, therefore, 
to hope that our best anticipations will shortly be realised. 

CROOKHAVEN.—H. Thomas, Sept. 22: There is no material change in the shaft 
during the past week ; good stones of yellow ore are brought up, and the water is strongly 
mineralised. The men are working well, both at the shaft and the 60, 

CUDDRA.—F. Puckey, E. Dunstan, Sept. 23: Walker’s shaft is sunk below the 75, 
and that level has been driven east and west of the same shaft on the course of the lode; 
we consider these points to be ofgreat importance, and by opening-out deeper levels we 
fully expect to have a good mine. The 75 is extended east of Walker's shaft 9 fms. ; 
in this end we have intersected a cross-course, which has disordered the lode for the 
present ; the tin part of the lode in this end isnow 3 ft. wide, producing saving work 
of alow quality; we have cut out the lode behind this end (that is, west of the cross-

wide has a hollow, cinder-like appearance, comprising quartz, fluor-spar, and ean, inter- 
mixed throughout with rich yellow copper ore. The remainder of the end, as regards 
the width, is about 3 feet wide, exclusive of the 15 inches already referred to; the pro- 
duct from this part consisting of pretty spar, mundic, and rich spots of yellow and pea- 
cock copper; indications such as I have described are a safe guide to the discovery of 
large deposits of mineral. The end to the east of shaft, at the 100, at present comprises 














killas, prian, peach, and mundic; the latter proceeds froma branch about 6 inches wide, 
passing obliquely into the lode, which is termed a dropper string, or feeder for the pro~ 
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duction of mineral in connection with the lode. The cross-cut to the west of shaft, at 
the 100, is as last reported. We are procuring the necessary materials for building the 
wheel-pit to receive the 60-feet water-wheel, likewise progressing satisfactorily with 
the excavation for the reservoir, &c.

We 
have now put everything Into first-rate order in each shaft. There has not been much 
done on the ground this week, as the men have been employ ng this work. The 
sinking of the engine-shaft is resumed again to-day, which we will now go on again 
without any more hindrance, also the other places as weil for some time. 

DULTA.—J. Martyn, Sept. 23: We have driven north from the 20 fm. level plat to 
cut the water. We have cut the two branches we went through in sinking the shaft; 
in the shaft they were 4 tn. wide, in the cross-cut 2 ft. wide, about 3 ft. apart, and better 
for tin than in theshaft. We have from 4 to 5 fms. to drive north to cut the new lode, 
We shall commence sinking to-morrow,as the shaft will be much dryer. The new stack 
is now about 24 feet high, and I hope that in a fortnight it will be completed to 45 feet, 
when, If we have water, I hope to commence stamping. Theground is very favourable 
for driving—set to the men at 1/, perfm. Everything is looking favourabie for a good 
and lasting mine, 

DYFNGWM.—E. Davies, Sept. 23: Since my last report the men in stoping in back 
of the 50 east cut into another run of ore on the seuth side of the stope ; it apppears to 
run back behind the ground already stoped—at all events, for some distance; it is as rich 
a bunch of ore as we had in the 40 east this time 12 months; I think it will yield nearly 
4 tons per fathom. No change in the 70, 60,40, or 32 fm. levels, in all of which we have 
men stoping. In the 16 east we have still a very fine, large, orey lode, yielding between 
2 and 3tons per fm.

New Hypro-Caroric Varour.—As an improvement upon the ordi- 
nary steam employed in engines, Mr. D. Gallefent, of Stepney Causeway, proposes to 
use an elastic vapour, formed of a mixture of furnace gases and steam. For this pur- 
pose, instead of heating the boiler in the ordinary manner only, he also forms a commu- 
nication with the interior of the boiler, either above or below the water level. The 
gases escaping over the fire is admitted within the boiler, or, in other words, the heat is 
forced into and amongst the steam and water in the boiler; the mixed gases thus ob- 
tained being employed in the engine in the usual manner. 


Expositions or Coprer Gas-Prires.—It has been discovered that when 
gas-pipes constructed of copper or bronze have been long submitted to the action of ordi- 
nary coal gas an explosive compound of copper and acetylen (one of the many ingredients 
of coal gas) is formed. When dry, this compound detonates with extraordinary violence 
as soon as it is rubbed, struck, or heated. Already some accidents have occurred, and 
some workmen have lost their lives while cleaning large copper gas-pipes from this 
cireumstance. No such explosive compound appears to be formed when iron 








chloric acid decomposes the explosive compound, combines with the copper, and puts the 
gas acetylen in liberty. The acid may then be washed out with hot water.—T. L.

The market for copper has been well sustained at Paris ; the article is 
scarce, and there is, consequently, great firmness in prices; rough Chilian 
being quoted at 91/7. 8s., and Corocoro,-932. Numerous sales have taken 
place at Havre; lots of Chilian in bars having been dealt in at 91/., while 
10 tons of Lake Superior, Minnesota mark, sold at 104/. Old coppers have also been in 
good demand, about 70 tons having found purchasers at 89/. to 897. 127. for red; 602. 8s. 
to 60/. 16s, for yellow, and 761. 8s. for bronze. Prices have been firm at Cologne; and 
at Hamburg also copper has founda ready sale at firm prices; in founding copper especi- 
ally important transactions have taken place, and the stocks of various descriptions are 
now much reduced. The other German markets have been distinguished by firm prices, 
and a good regular trade, As regards tin, it may be reported that Banca has remained 
firm at Antwerp and Rotterdam; there has not, however, been much business doing. 
At Paris, Banca has been maintained at 119/., and other descriptions have remained with- 
out change. Sales have been limited to small lots to supply daily wants at Hamburg ; 
Cologne, Berlin, and Stettin, heve remained without variation. The Paris lead market 
has been calm at 21/. to 21/. 4s. At Hamburg the demand for exportation has been in- 
active; a few transactions have taken piace in soft German, but the foundries are very 
shortly supplied ; prices have, on the whole, been well maintained. There is less ani- 
mation in the Paris zinc market; rough zinc has fallen to 19/. 88, Sales have been 
easily made at Hamburg, and prices have been pretty well sustained. Breslau has been 
calm, with little activity in affairs. At present, the favourable reports received from 
the English market have produced little activity in other centres of trade; nevertheless,

Census returns for Belgium have just been made up, and reflect indi- 
rectly the great increase in commercial importance which certain points of 
that country have acquired. ‘Thus, the district comprising the coal basin 
of Liége, which had 16,143 inhabitants in 1831, possessed 48,913 in 1860; 
the district of the Charleroi basin, which had 26,771 inhabitants in 1831, possessed 
76,156 in 1860; the district of the central basin, which had 17,063 inhabitants in 1831, 
possessed 35,980 in 1860; and the district including the basin of the Couchant de Mons, 
which had 46,413 inhabitants in 1831, advanced to 78,923 in 1860. The population of the 
districts named has thus more than doubled in the last thirty years. But this marvel- 
lous result has also its dangerous and troublous aspects. Such masses of people, almost 
entirely devoted to a single industry, must, when it is assailed by unfortunate circum- 
stances, suffer profoundly. When coal mining and siderurgical industry support, as 
they do in Belgium, directly or indirectly 240,000 persons, every crisis in either trade 
threatens terrible social calamities. The example of England has often, unfortunately, 
proved this only too strongly. If industry—active, powerful, prosperous—leads to the 
accumulation of great fortunes, it may also involve profound miseries. Modern society 
cannot wholly guard against this state of things ; but it may palliate it, by encouraging 
associations for affording their members mutual aid in periods of distress, pensions after 
long service, &c. Thisis, without doubt, a matter of great social and economic importance. 

We may add a few items of commercial interest from Spain. The 
number of British vessels which entered the port of Alicante last year di- 
minished from 228 to 160, in consequence of the greater employment of 
foreign, and particularly North American, vessels in the conveyance of 
coals from England, which, together with railway iron and machinery, have become the 
staple articles of importation in foreign bottoms. Operations have been in progress for 
some time for deepening the harbour,of Alicante, but in cousequence of a dredge received 
by the Government from England having failed to perform the stipulated work the con- 
tractors rescinded the agreement, and the process in hand is now proceeding very slowly 
through the medium of the Government itself. At another increasingly important 
Spanish fal centre, B , which has been called the Manchester of Spain, 
205 foreign vessels last year entered from British ports, bringing 82,100 tons of coal, 
coke, iron, and machinery, being an increase of upwards of 10,000 tons as compared with 
1860. A railway has been successfully carried through from Barcelona to Saragossa, 
and another is in progress from Barcelona to the French frontier, which will be finished 
in 1863 ; a third line from Barcelona to Tarragona will be terminated before the end of 
1864. Within the last three years 4,000,0001. has been raised in Barcelona in railway 
debentures and obligations, and 1,000,000/. more has been paid up in shares of all classes 
during the last eight years. A railway contemplated to the coal mines at San Juan de 
las Adedessas, and several other works of magnitude, are, however, still in arrear. 
From Valencia it is reported that British vessels frequenting the harbour are chiefly 
employed in the conveyance of buiky articles, such as coals and railway materials, 
which pay no duties, The Valencia and Tarragona Railway is to be completed by 1865 ; 
its length will be 1614 miles, and the estimated cost is 1,950,000/.; the iron bridge, 
permanent way, and plant, will be of English make. Valencia is about to be joined to 
Gandia and Denia by means of a tramway, beginning at Carcajente, on the Madrid and 
Valencia line; the length of the tramway will be 4244 miles, and the estimated cost 
46,8751, The plant has been contracted for in England. 











THE GREAT NORTH TOLGUS DISTRICT. 


In opening new mines, it is too often the case that a highly-coloured ex- 
ordium is the most inviting thing connected with the proceedings. We 
commend our readers to a patient study of the facts connected with the 
Great Nort Toreus Mine, as we are satisfied that to those who take an 
interest in promulgating legitimate mining such a study would accord with 
their interest and intentions, The Great North Tolgus Mine belongs to 
a group of about the most established and richest mines in Cornwall; and 
by means of the immense amount of labour accomplished in the lodes and 
rock of this country such an opportunity for examining the internal struc- 
ture of the ground is seldom obtained. We have carefully inspected a 
plan of the district immediately surrounding Great North Tolgus Mine, 
and sections of mines upon the same lode. The use of these sections is 
to signify the character of the formation of the deposits on this lode, or 
rather their configuration. North Tolgus being a new mine, and the sec- 
tions being of older mines, wrought to a greater extent in depth and length, 
they show the outlines of the ore ground, as it has been excavated in the 
different mines, and afford a good index as to the form the ore ground will 
assume in Great North Tolgus when extensively wrought. ‘The forma- 
tion of metal has always proved a subject of enquiry, ing great in- 
terest to the geologist and miner. ‘The solution of this problem would be 
fraught with the utmost advan to that part of mankind who are averse 
to speculation, and who would like to mix a surplus dose of certainty with 
all their mundane operations; but, unfortunately, this sort of benefit, like the 
philosopher’s stone, is not so easily obtainable, consequently we must work 
by the old studious road, and, if we cannot attain exact truth, we must 
approximate as nearly to it as the nature of things will allow. As we 
shall have to deal with some dry details in our enquiry into the state of 
the district, and the probable quantity of metal in the Great North Tolgus 
lodes, we will indulge in a litthe speculation as to the deposition of the ore. 
The earth has sometimes, and not unaptly, been compared to an immense 
galvanic battery, and the similitude in the Redruth district is borne out 
with great exactness. If we take the great cross-courses bounding on 
the east and west, the metallic formations of Buller and Basset, South 
Basset, Wheal Basset, East Basset, North Wheal Basset, South Carn 
Brea, Wheal Mary, Wheal Union, Pedn-an-drea (in Redruth town), 
Great South Tolgus, South Tolgus, Old Tolgus, and the subject of our 
article, Great North Tolgus, we shall have the clay wallsrunning north and 
south of the battery; and if we cross the trough at short distances, with the 
copper lodes, we shall have the metallic plates running east and west, and 
forming the cells. Whoever has worked a battery on a small scale, and has 
formed from a penny at one end of the wire a club of copper at the other, 
may form some idea how the metals are transmitted from one situation to 
another; but of the mysterious agent that travels the filaments of the iron 
wire, carrying with it its burden of copper, and bursting out into scintilla- 
tions when opposed by a stoppage, setting fire to any combustible object 
that surrounds the impediment, just as gunpowder is ignited by interpos- 
ing in the conducting wire a piece of oitienm, we cannot form a notion; 
whether, like the ants, this fiery little messenger carries its little burden, 
whether it blows it like a current of air, or whether it takes with it a solu- 
tion, as if it had been in water. But if the intervening rock between the 
metallic walls contain copper, as Mr. Evan Hopkins theorises, this would 
afford a good idea of the agent that collects it and transports it to the lodes; 
still the origin or creation of the metallic particle would remain in its pris- 
tine obscurity. But leaving theory on one side, and returning to practical 
purposes, we have inspected a plan of a part of the Redruth — district, 
including such lodes, cross-courses, &c., as will more immediately illustrate, 
and bear upon the property as a mining ion. Capt. Brenton says

“The point B on tranverse section is the point of intersection here, and 
in all the mines east on Wheal Mary lode, or nearly so; deeper or shal- 
lower sometimes, perhaps, according to distance between elvan and lode, 
underlie, &c.

THE SOUTH WALES COAL FIELD. 


The increasing demand for the South Wales coal, from its proved supe- 
riority for steam purposes, has caused much attention to be directed re- 
cently to such unworked properties as lie within easy distance of, and have 
facilities for, railway communication with the port at which the produce 
must be shipped. During the past week a prospectus has been issued of 
the Llantwit Vardre Colliery Company, which has been formed under the 
Limited Liability Act, with a capital of 20,000/., in 5/. shares, for the pur- 
pose of purchasing and working the coals beneath the Hendrescythan es- 
tate, which is about 360 acres in extent, and conveniently situated half a 
mile from the Treforest and Llantrissant branch railway now construct- 
ing, and within ten miles of Cardiff. The entire management will be 
placed in the hands of a competent practical man, and it is calculated that 
a nett profit of 2s. per ton will be realised, or sufficient to pay the share- 
holders 30 per cent. per annum as dividends upon the capital subscribed. 
The Hendrescythan estate has been carefully inspected and reported upon 
by Mr. A. O. Davies and by Mr. E. H. Blake, both of whom are well 
known as mining engineers, and these gentlemen concur in the opinion 
that the profit above-named can be realised. 

Alluding to the transport of the mineral, Mr, Davies says:—‘“‘ The Taff 
Vale Extension Railway is now being constructed through lands imme- 
diately adjoining this property, and there appears no difficulty in the way 
of forming a communication therewith, either by a branch railway of a few 
hundred yards in length, or by continuation of the underground roads 
thereto.

The coals 
produced are upon the Admiralty list, and upon the French Imperial list 
of steam marine coals, so that no doubt need be entertained that a market 
will be found for any quantity. The Black Vein coal enjoys a very high 
reputation, and the Rock vein is known as a first-class house and metal- 
lurgical coal, and as thoroughly applicable to steam purposes. It is esti- 
mated by Mr. Blake that, with an outlay of 50007. for tramways, wagons, 
shafts, and contingencies, an output of 200 tons per day may be secured, 
which would, with an average profit of 2s. per ton, yield an income of 
73002. per annum. He considers that the property is an investment where 
the profits are secure from risk, if judiciously carried out.

tricts. Mr. Harben went on a sanitary excursion, and while enjoy- 
ing the sea-breeze, utilised its benefits to the advantage of those in whose 
misfortunes his Lege was, and is in common with that of every 
right-minded person, deeply interested. To find a substitute for cotton 
was, however, not the proximate result he was working to attain ; but, 
happily, his philosophical appreciation of our national want resolved some 
chemical trials he was making into so successfal an application of skill, that 
he produced a fibrous material which, in the opinion of practical men, is 
destined to become one of the most valuable aids to textile manufacture 
and commerce. A plant known as “sea-urack,” the slimy and treacher-, 
ous nature of which bathers will recognise as rendering progress among 
the rocks of our coast a difficult and sometimes ludicrous operation, is the 
substance which, through the persevering intelligence of the gentleman 
mentioned, has become an eminent commercial product. This sea- 
is among naturalists known as Zostera marina, but to which the uphol- 
stering trade, who have long used it in large quantities for bed and cushion 
stuffing, have given the name of Alva marina. It belongs to the order 
(Endogenous) called Zosterace@ ; and although resembling sea-weeds in 
many of its characters, and having a marked affinity for their submarine 
companionship, occupies neutral ground between unflowering maritime 
weeds and the flowering plants of terra-firma. How the species of ma- 
rine plants interfertilise is a botanical disco yet to be achieved. How- 
oven, thant is fo quastionliy meedipaive Spon A tage eotte tay Ue inferred 
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from the fact that it, as it were, carpets the base of the deep profound, 
from the Pacific to the North Sea. Every point of ‘our own coast is in- | 
vested by this mermaid weft; and it is one satisfaction to know that no in- | 
ternecine strife among belligerent neighbours or cousins can interfere with 
this industrial resource. We are slow to adopt the faith of the discoverer, 
that it will ultimately supersede cotton altogether ; but from the proofs 
submitted to the Commission, no rational man can withhold his adhesion 
to the fact, that the substitute, Zostera for Gossypium, can be made a 
main element of our textile fabrics, and will relieve the anxiety of those 
manufacturers in our cotton-spinning districts, who have become despair- 
ing of seeing within the next ten years any appreciable alleviation of those 
adverse consequences to their trade which, unfortunately, arose out of the 
demoralising combativeness of the Northern and Southern States of 
America. One feature, which illustrates the philanthropy and patriot- 
ism of Mr. Henry Harben, cannot be passed over; and this country, 
which never fails to gratefully recognise liberality and devotedness, either 
in subject or alien, will not hesitate to bestow a return in kind for that boon 
his genius accorded so unselfishly to the suffering industry of our 
people. Mr. Harben, although large monetary offers were made him, re- 
fused to secure either to himself or others the monopoly of the new fibre. 
Feeling that a great commercial exigence should be promply provided for, 
he, with Spartan devotion, accepted in favour of the community at large 
a great sacrifice of his private interests, He has made his discovery public 
property. Our acknowledgment to such a man must vie with the nobleness 
and utility of his act. We are not very effective in our dispensing of mor- 

honours to departed worth, however liberal we are of them. There 
is little good in letting a man die first and be honoured afterwards. Mat- 
ters should be now so ordered that Mr. Henry Harben, alive and in the 
flesh, shall be the national recipient of the highest and most sterling re- 
ward of the merit of which he is the proved possessor. 








REPORT rrom DERBYSHIRE, YORKSHIRE, anv LANCASHIRE, 


Szpt. 25.—The opinion that an early peace will have to be made in 
America is fast gaining ground in commercial circles, and our merchants 
are beginning to operate with greater confidence. The depression which 
the cotton dearth has induced is spreading deeper and deeper into the heart 
of the manufacturing epeee of Lancashire, but little doubt is now en- 
tertained that we shall be enabled to obtain a supply of cotton indepen- 
dent of the American States. In this state of things the Iron Trade has 
shown ter animation, but the demand is chiefly confined to rails and 
plates for shipbuilding purposes. There is little doing in bars or hoops, 
and prices are somewhat unsteady. In the steel trade the demand for 
weapons of war from the Federal States continues to keep up a state of ac- 
tivity, but in other branches ot the trade but little is doing. We have a 
pee | demand for railway springs, and at Sheffield this branch of the trade 
is exceedingly brisk, owing to the large demand made by the railway and 
different wagon companies. The Pig-Iron trade is tolerably firm, and the 
rates are more regularly obtained. ‘The Coal Trade has shown consider- 
ably more activity duriug the last few weeks, owing to the demand for the 
winter trade; but, so long as the present depression in Lancashire con- 
tinues, we cannot anticipate a return to a state of activity. The London 
merchants are buying freely, but in the northern districts the enquiry is very languid. 
We have a good demand for Derbyshire hard coal for locomotive and marine purposes, 
and there Is no difficulty in meeting with an adequate supply. The prices are main- 
tained very indifferently, the great competition inducing some coalmasters to accept 
very low terms. An attempt is also being made at some of the works to reduce the 
wages of the men 10 per cent.; but, from all we can learn, the men are not likely to sub- 
mit, it being almost a matter of impossibility for them to subsist on less than they are 
now enabled to earn by the short time which many make at most collieries. 

The Clay Cross Company, finding it desirable to erect a large pumping-engine, in or- 
der to lay off several small ones, determined to sink a new shaft, exclusively for pump- 
ing purposes. They commenced sinking early in the present year, and on Friday, the 
12th inst., succeeded in getting to the bottom of the coal, which is 130 yardsdeep. ‘The 
shaft is 10 ft. in diameter clear, and is cased with 9-inch brickwork the whole depth. 
The time occupied in doing the work has been 25 weeks. They have also got the en- 
gine-house for a 300-horse power engine built, and part of the engine has been erected 
during the same time; and we understand that in about two months they expect to 
commence pumping. The engine is being made by the Butterley Company, and will 
have a wrought-iron beam, composed of two immense slabs, 37 ft. wide, and each slab 
will be 2 in, thick ; these, it is said, are the largest plates ever rolled. The percaps are 
being cast by Mr, Barrow, of Staveley. The whole will be asplendid piece of workmanship. 

There has been considerable progress made at sevéral of our Derbyshire lead mines, 
particularly those in the neighbourhood of Matlock, adistrict which will yet be more 
extensively developed. The local stock and share market has been very quiet during 
the week, and, as a whole, little business has been done. We have had enquiries for 
Eyam, and a few other mines, but the majority of the quotations are nominal. 








REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 

Sept. 25.—For some weeks past an improvement in the Iron Trade has 
been noticed, and its effects continue to be felt in most parts of this district. 
It does not cause all manufacturers of iron in the county to be really 
busy, but there is much more doing. As yet prices keep low, although 
some of the smaller makers, who in the late period of great depression had 
been forced to sell at very low rates, have been able to secure somewhat 
better prices. ‘The Australian advices by the last mail were of a satisfac- 
tory character, and, on the whole, both the iron and hardware trades are 
looking up somewhat, although it would be rash to be too confident in the 
expectation that the improvement will be great whilst the vast cotton 
interest of the country is suffering so severely. : 

The preliminary meeting of ths ironmasters of South Staffordshire and 
East Worcestershire was held at Birmingham on Thursday,—Mr. Philip 
Williams in the chair. The reports were concurrent as to the fact of the 
trade being in much more healthy state than it has fora long time been. There is an 
increasing demand for all descriptions of finished iron, bars especially ; and the prices of 
makers who usually undersell are coming nearer to the upper class of makers. Tn these 
circumstances an advance in the price of iron generally might have been ventured upon ; 
it would, not, however, have been quite pradent to do so, and a resolution was unani- 
mously passed to adhere to the old scale of prices. Pig-iron is 2s. 6d. a ton higher than 
{t was three months ago. There was a numerous attendance of the members of the 
trade, and the tone was cheerful, from the conviction that the improvement which has 
taken place {s the result of a legitimate and not speculative demand for manufactured 
iron. The North Staffordshire makers are full of orders, and are ready to advance prices, 
but will not do so except in concert with their brethren in the South. 

At the Wolverhampton Police Court, on Wednesday, before Mr. Part- 
ridge, stipendiary magistrate, and Mr. S. Cartwright (the latter, how- 
ever, not interfering), Mr. John Harvey, ground bailiff to Messrs. G. B. 
Thorneycroft and Co., at the Bradley Colliery, near Bilston, was summoned to answer 
an information preferred by Mr. Baker, Government Inspector, which charged—* That 
on May 30 last, at Bilston, the said John Harvey the elder, then being the agent, and 
having the care and direction of the said colliery, did violate the 15th general rule of 
the 33d and 24th Vict., chap. 151, section 10, by not keeping in the workings of the said 
colliery sufficient bore-holes in advance, and, if necessary, on both sides, to prevent in- 
undations in the workings approaching a place likely to contain a is accumu- 
lation of water.” The accident out of which these proceedings arose must be well re- 
membered. On the day named a number of men were driving a gate-road out of ashaft, 
and which, rising gradually, was intended to strike some old thick coal workings, and 
thus drain those workings of water, as well as supply them with air, with a view to 
their being again worked. Some time before this the new gate-road had approached 
what is called a jackey pit, and as the presence of an accumulation of water was sus- 
pected, boring-rods were then used, and the water for some time flowed freely, and it 
‘was thought that the thick coal workings were thus effectually drained. The gate-road 
was continued, and on the day in question suddenly the roof above broke, the water 
rushed in, the men were washed into the shaft, and partly killed by the fall and partly 
drowned. It was found that above the place to which the gate-road had reached was a 
gate-road in the thick coal, which had been filled with water lying within 4 ft. of the 
excavation . No boring-rods had been used for some time previously. Mr. 
Baker, the Inspector, gave evidence to the effect that the defendant should have used 
boring-rods. The evidence as to the means the defendant possessed to anticipate danger 
was not clear, and, after a speech by Mr. Motteram, barrister, Mr. Partridge said the 
case was a most important one; and, if it had been proved to his satisfaction, it was one 
in which he should have inflicted the very highest penalty—viz., 20. The Govern- 
ment Inspector had only done his duty in bringing these proceedings, because it was im- 
portant to bring all cases of negligence on the part of men having the care of mines be- 
tore the It, however, appeqred to him (the stipendiary) that, setting aside 
the testimony of Mr. Baker, the evidence had entirely broken down. There was no 
evidence whatever to show that there was any le cause to suspect there was 
any dangerous aecumulation of water, or that they had approached the place likely to 
contain a dangerous accumulation of water. Whether this was all the evidence that 
could be adduced he could not say ; but it seemed to him that upon the evidence that 
had been adduced the case had broken down. Mr. Baker certainly stated what his sus- 
pieions were from an examination of the pit after the accident ; but in a special Act of 
Parliament it would be dangerous to convict upon such slight evidence. The prosecu- 
tion had had the opportunity of getting up their case very fully, but they had failed in 
ft. The summons mast, therefore, be dismissed. It was stated in the course of the case, 
and on all hands admitted, that Messrs. Thorneycroft spare no expense in making every 
provision against accidents. : E 

Another im t case was heard betore the same magistrates on the 
same day. The information, the hearing of which has been deferred from 
various causes, was laid by Mr. Baker, the Mines Inspector, against Mr. 
W. H. Dawes, for neglecting to de adequate ventilation in his Bromford Lane Col- 
liery,on Jan, 14 last, on which day an explosion occurred, causing the death of one man, 
and others. Mr. Bolton, for the prosecution, called on the butty 
of the pit, and several men who worked in it, and their evidence was to the effect that 

there was ordinarily an accumulation of gas in a certain part of the mine, and on the 
morning in question the butty and another went down and “ brushed out ” the gas, and 
that there was then sufficient air flowing to blow the flame of a candle about. There 
‘was more gas there that morning than usual, owing to a fall of coal during the night, but 
the butty said, after he had “ brushed out ” the accumu’ of gas, there appeared no 
ground for regarding the place as unsafe. There had been a furnace at the bottom of

ther men said the ventilation was the same on the day of the accident as on other days 
previously. Two mine agents spoke of the effects of a furnace in creating a strong air 
current, which would so dilute any noxious or explosive gas as to render it harmless. 
It appeared that after the accident the furnace was put into use. Mr. Motteram, of the 
Oxford Circuit, contended that the case had failed, as all the witnesses said the ventila- 
tion on the day of the accident was the same as had proved sufficient previously, The 
magistrates did not think the case had been established to their satisfaction, so as to 
justify them in convicting undera penal statute’; but on defendant’s counsel applying for 
costs refused them, on the ground that it was a most proper case for the Inspector to 
bring before the magistrates, and that he would have been wanting in his duty had 
he not done so. 

At the Dudley Public Office, on Monday, Mr. E. F. Smith, colliery and 
furnace manager for Lord Dudley, was charged, at the instance of Mr. Baker, the Go- 
vernment Inspector of Mines, with having neglected to give notice of an accident within 
24 hours of its occurrence to the Secretary of State and the Government Inspector. Mr. 
Bolton, of Wolverhampton, supported the information; and Mr. Maltby appeared for 
Mr. Smith. Mr. Bolton, in opening the proceedings, said the summons was taken out 
under the Act 23 and 24 Vict., sec. 19, which enacted that when an accident occurred at 
any colliery, the proprietor was bound, within 24 hours of such accident, to give infor- 
mation to the Government Inspector of the district and the Secretary of State, and that 
in default he was liable to a penalty not exceeding 207. In the present case an accident 
from an explosion of gas occurred at the Coneygree Colliery on April 10, by which a 
man was injured, and no information of the occurrence was sent either to Mr. Baker or 
to the Secretary of State until April 22. It was most important that owners and occu- 
piers of collieries should send the required information, as it enabled the Inspector to 
visit the scene of the accident directly after its occurrence. He understood that Mr. 
Maltby would plead guilty to the charge, and he should, therefore, not press for a heavy 
penalty.—Mr, Maltby said he had been instructed to plead guilty, but he had a few re- 
marks to make before he left the case in the hands of the Bench. When the accident 
occurred, the person in charge laboured under the impression that it was not necessary 
to send notice within 24 hours, as the accident was at that time only one of personal in- 
jury. Upon its terminating fatally some days afterwards, however, he gave informa- 
tion, and Mr, Smith at once communicated with the authorities.—Mr. Baker said he 
believed Mr. Smith sent the information at once upon being informed of the accident. 
In answer to a question from the Bench, Mr. Baker said the object of the present pro- 
ceedings was not to obtain a large penalty, but to warn colliery proprietors and others 
that the strict letter of the law must be carried out in such cases.—After some consul- 
tation, the Bench fined the defendant 1s. and costs, and refused to allow attorney’s fee. 

For several days previous to last Saturday, one of the pits on the Clanway Colliery, 
near Tunstall, could not be worked in consequence of a breakage in the hinery, caus- 
ing the water to flood the workings, and stop up some of the air-roads. During Friday 
night the water was pumped out, and on Saturday morning William Wood and John 
Jones were let down the shaft, which is about 120 yards deep. As soon as they had 
reached the bottom they called out to be drawn up again, which request was imme- 
diately attended to, but the corve when it reached the top was empty. Ralph Jones, 
George Butcher, and William Price were then lowered, but they found the sulphur so 
strong that they, too, asked to be drawn up immediately. As they were returning, 
Jones fell out of the corve, and his companions reached the top with difficulty. Wood 
and the two Joneses perished. An inquest on the bodies was held before Mr. Harding, 
the coroner, on Tuesday, but was adjourned for a week. 











REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES. 


Spr. 25.—It cannot be said that there is any material alteration in the 
state of trade since our last report. The little change that has occurred 
is on the side of improvement, which shows that there is a hopeful feeling 
as regards the future. The present quotations for Iron are firmly held, 
with an upward tendency. he ironmasters, as might be imagined, are 
giving indications of increased confidence in keeping the works in better 
employ, and making preparations to meet the expected demand. It is ge- 
nerally believed that a large advance will not immediately take place, in 
consequence of the number of furnaces out of blast, which can easily be 
lighted, should a good demand arise. Certainly a sudden termination of 
the American war could not fail to materially enhance prices even to 7/. 
or 81. per ton; and, therefore, it is within the reach of probability that 
quotations will not be kept at a moderate figure. The Coal Trade is also 
in a healthy state as regards demand, but there are slight complaints as 
to the price, and the scarcity of tonnage. A good demand, however, is 
the best herald of higher prices, and no doubt a few weeks hence will prove 
the correctness of this prediction. As the winter comes on house coal will necessarily 
be more enquired for, and in some instances advanced prices have already been realised 
for this description of coal. The Aberdare steam coal has hitherto been almost entirely 
confined to Cardiff, as regards shipment. Since the opening of the Dare and Cwmbach 
branches of the Vale of Neath Railway, a small quantity, it is true, has been sent to 
Swansea and Briton Ferry, but Cardiff still retains the bulk of the trade. The new 
branch of the West Midland Railway, which is about to be opened, will evidently change 
this state of things, as it will be the means of connecting Newport with the Valley by 
an unbroken narrow gauge. Mr. Thomas Brown, one of the directors of the West Mid- 
land, stated at the last meeting of the Monmouthshire Railway Company, that the West 
Midland would bring down the coal to Newport at the same rate as the Taff Vale con- 
veyed it to Cardiff. This shows a proper determination to compete for the trade, and there 
is no doubt that a large quantity of Aberdare coal will eventually be shipped at Newport. 

The Liynvi Vale Iron Comp«ny have just purchased the Maesteg Coal and Ironworks, 
which have been at a standstill for the last two years. The Maesteg Works were erected, 
and commenced working in 1827-28, and after continuing in regular employ for about 
19 years, they were suddenly stopped in 1847, in consequence of some dispute between 
the proprietary. The furnaces were again re-lighted in 1851, and for the next nine years 
everything went on pleasantly. In 1860 things were brought to a standstill again, and 
matters have continued so until the present time. The Llynvi Vale Iron Company com- 
menced operations in 1838, and the works have been carried on since that time without 
intermission. The Liynvi Railway, which communicates with the works, runs to the 
port of Porthcawl, and it also forms a junction with the South Wales at Bridgend. 

A case under the Factories Act came before the Bridgend magistrates on Saturday. 
Mrs. Mary Jones, of Coychurch, owner of a factory, was summoned by Mr. Batler, In- 
spector of factories, for an infringement of the Act, which prohibited young persons 
being employed after 6 o’clock in the evening, or from working more than 10% hours 
consecutively, Mr. Butler visited the factory at 6.30 p.m., and founda young person at 
work. There had been no scarcity of water or steam that day, which is the only ex- 
ceptional clause in the Act.. The defendant was fined 20s. and costs.—Mr. Crawshay 
Bailey, M.P., has been summoned at the instance of Mr. Thomas Evans, Government 
Inspector of Mines, for that he did not comply with the Act 23 and 24 Vict., cap. 151, 
which enacts that no single-linked chain shall be used for lowering or raising persons in 
any working pit or shaft. Thecase was heard before the Aberdare magistrates, on Tues- 
day, the 16th inst. Mr. Simons appeared in support of the summons, and Mr. James 
for Mr. Bailey, who admitted the offence, and in mitigation said that everything was 
now being done in order to comply with the provision of the Act. Mr. Evans had, by 
letter, called Mr. Bailey’s attention to the matter a long time since, and he had declined 
to go down the shaft, not thinking it safe. The Act of Parliament had been two years 
in force, which was quite time enough to do all that was required. The defendant was 
fined 107, and costs. 

On Monday last an accident occurred at the Bwilfa Colliery, Aberdare. It appears 
that a collier named William Williams in some way got between two trams, and he 
was severely crushed. The injuries he received are of so serious a character that there 
is some doubt as to his recovery.—On the same day a loud explosion was heard at Buck- 
stone’s Pit, Vachrien, worked by the Dowlais Iron Company, and instantly measures 
were taken to rescue the men knownto be down, This was successfully performed, and 
all but five unfortunate men were brought up in safety,and uninjured. These were 
sadly burnt, but no fatal result has yet ensued. This explosion disproves the theory 
broached some time ago—that when the temperature above was low, the air still, and 
the weather “ muggy,” there was a corresponding lowness of the temperature below, and 
greater fear of explosion. Monday was a cold winter’s day here, and the temperature 
high. The ventilation Leneath, in the pits, being artificial, and the currents maintained 
by artificial agencies, it follows that the condition of the weather above has little or no 
influence on the air below, and that the cause of explosions must be sought elsewhere. 





TO THE EDITOR OF THE MINING JOURNAL. 

S1r,—The inhabitants of this place are highly grateful to find that the improvements in 
the fron trade, as noticed in the Journal some weeks past, are daily being realised in 
some parts of the Principality. You are probably aware that for some time past the 
Maesteg Old Works (as they are termed here) have been on stop, in consequence of the 
former proprietary being involved in heavy pecuniary difficulties. The stoppage has 


been severely felt among all classes, but more especially by those who have invested 
their savings in house property. Whole streets of workmen’s cottages can be seen with- 
out occupants, and many in a most ruinous, dilapidated condition. There have been 
many rumours afloat for some time respecting the parties who had effected arrangements 
to once more set in motion the workings of this valuable mineral property; but last 
week we were relieved of all doubts on the matter by flags and banners most conspi- 
cuously hoisted on different places, bearing the initials of “ L. J. C.,” Liynvi Vale Iron 
Company ; and, to make the matter more sure, on Friday, the 19th inst., a numerous 
body of workmen commenced operations for the above company at these works. I think 
the inhabitants of this valley have much reason to congratulate themselves that this 
property has fallen into the hands of so powerful a company, as the chances of a repeti- 
tion of its former history are but small indeed. This company has not come into Wales 
to amass large fortunes, but they have shown they have hearts to feel for others—their 
many sacrifices and endurance plainly bespeak theirhumanity. At this moment, be- 
fore my eyes can be seen huge piles of puddle bar, the product of one forge for four years. 
I should say that 500,000 tons would be a near approximation to the total so worked. 
Anyone acquainted with the properties of iron can easily comprehend what must be the 
amount of oxide from puddied bars exposed to all the atmospheric changes for over four 
years, Certainly of late there have beena considerable quantity sold, but we must be- 
lieve, from practical conclusions, at a considerable loss. Nor is this all; the bad luck 
that has attended some of their undertakings would have dispirited many a stout heart, 
but this only seems to have increased their determination to venture further. Recently, 
under the direction of their worthy manager, there was erected a model guide-mill, a 
credit to the inventor for simplicity and originality, and where bars at one heat could, 
I believe, be rolled to a perfect size, and longer than at any other guide-mill in Wales. 
But no sooner had the inventor remedied all known defects, and got the model machinery 
into beautiful working order, than it was discovered that underneath there was a large 
body of fire, some 10 or 12 feet from the surface, which, of course, must be removed, at 

le expense. The land is all made land; there seems to be a layer of ashes 
nearest the ground, with cast-house cinders tipped on the same to the depth 
above stated, So it seems that this layer of ashes has been ignited by some means— 
hence the difficulty. Probably it will be remembered when cutting the first sod of the 
Liynvi Vale Railway that Mr. Metcalf complained most bitterly respecting the coutinned 
losses sustained by this company—something like 7000/7. or 80007. a year—when he ex- 
pressed a hope that by having a cheaper and more convenient mode of transit to and from 
the works would turn the tables in their favour.

When other works were forced to succumb to the pressure of the times, by either shut- 
ting up altogether, or by working three per week, these works have never failed to 
work full time; and, no doubt, in many instances with conriderable loss and inconve- 
nience to the company ; so they must have the best wishes of all, and we bope they will 
be amply repaid for their generosity and kindness. One word to my fellow-workmen. 
I hope they will treat this company as they deserve, and they will know how to pro-
